- BRICEVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 12.— 


Stricken mad, probably from fear in- 
spired by their plight, two miners, who 


4 
had been with the party rescued last 


night, are now dashing wildly in and 
out of channels in the far recesses of 
the mine, where 30 bodies were found 
after 100 were imprisoned. 

All night long men of the rescue 
squad were chasing the maniacs, but 
just as soon as the would-be rescuers 
got close on their trail, the madmen 
would dash away, screaming wildly. 
First they scurry down the main en- 
try, then scamper away into black 
recesses of the mine at the reproach of 
meu from the outside. 
Additional squads of men have been 
Sent into the mine. They will attempt 
te run down the two madgened miners 
before they penetrate a chamber filled 
with lethal gas-fumes. 

A lederal official took charge of the 
«hase this forenoon but the crazed sur- 
vivers of the dust blast eluded pursuit. 

Once, a squad traced the men to 4 
chamber but before they could be penned 
in ,they crept into a dark corner in the 
inain shaft and when the party passed 
‘them they scurried screaming back into 
the inner workings. 

' News Kept Secret. 

The maddened miners are believed to 
be Jobn Duff and John Smith. News 
of their plight is being kept from their 
families, who have given them up for 
dead. 

The Knoxville Iron Co., owner of the 
mine, has provided every attention for 
the survivors tAken from the Wine last 
night. A big squad of doctors arrivea 
last night. They will lessen the ten- 
sion under which the entombed miners 
have strained before they will be taken 
into the open air. Near the mine open- 
ing plaster “masks will be placed over 
faces of the survivors and they will be 
¥vrapped in warm blankets. 

Not the most odd feature of the rescue 
work is aversion of the miners to dig- 
graves. They will take their 
lives in their hands at rescue work, go0- 
ing far into the channels of the ill-fated 
mine, but they hesitate at digging 
graves for bodies ef their fellow work- 
men. 

Director Chandler of the rescue work 
was compelled to go among the miners 
and plead with them before a fficient 
number volunteered for grave’ igging. 
Most of the victims are mig soon 
as their bodies are recovered. 

A iditions! signs of life were discovered 
in the Cross-Mountain mine at 11 0 clock 
today. On the walls of the main shaft 
were found inscribed these words: ~ 

“We have gone to 23." 

Immediately the rescue squads re- 
doubled their efforts to reach cross sec- 
tion No. 23 of the n&ne. It is believed 
that several of the blast victims will be 
fuund there. 

Hand Sign Points Way. 

At first the inscription was believed to 
be the grim humor of one of the trapped 
miners, but a crudely drawn ‘index 
hand” aimed at entry No. 23, pointed 
wut the way. 

Later the rescue party penetrated into 
Cross Entry No. 23 No miners were 
found there, but additional directions 
for their guidance were found scrawled 
in chalk on fhe walls. They evidently 
were compelled to change their vantag 
point on account of the altering air con- 
ditions. The rescue squad pressed on 
tm the direction indicated by the chalk 
marks. 

More bodies were found by the res-. 
cuers and the total was brought up to 30.

A deck of cards was procured and 
Wilson laid his fathe~s revolver upon 
the table between them. They 
Started to play “66” with an imagin- 
ary bet of $1000 the stakes. 

Lorenz lost and Wilson 
jumped up from the table 
the revolver. 

“Give me that $1000 I won,”’ 
claimed, pointing the weapon. 

There was a flash and a report and 
Lorenz fell backward. Astonished, Wil- 
son stood over him several seconds be- 
fore he realized what had happened 

He helped Lorenz, half dazed, to his 
feet. Lorenz became excited and Start- 
ed to run, the two boys going to 
Twelfth and O’Fallon streets. before 
they stopped. Lorenz wanted to £0 
home and tell his mother, but Wilson 
Suggested they go back to his house 
and dress the injury. 


Wilson Bandages Wound. 
They did so and Wilson bandaged up 


the wound as best hé could. By that 
time it was decided Herman should go 
Lome. When he told his mother what 
had happened she sent him to the dis- 
pensary. 


At the dispensary it was found the 
bullet had struck Lorenz where the skull 


was thick, in front of the right ear. It 
flattened and passed around the skull, 
making a wound about two and one-half 
inches long. The skull was dented, but 
not broken. The doctors say the chief 
danger is from a possible pressure of 
the skull-upon the brain. 

Sobbing hysterically, Wilson was tak- 
en to the Carr Street Police Station. He 
said he didn’t know. his finger was on 
the trigger when he aimed ‘the pistol at 
his chum. 

“The game we were playing is some- 
times called ‘BufPAlo Bill,’”’’ he ex- 
plained to a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
patch, “‘‘and sometimes is called ‘66.’ 1 
got the pistol out to make it more real- 
istic. I didn’t think the revolver ever 
had been open. We kept it in a sewing 
machine drawer.”’ 

The two boys are employed ig a cigar 
box factory, but had taken the aftcr- 
noon off. Wilson is a son of Morton 
Wilson, and lives at the North Eleventh 
street address with his father,

MOTHER: TELLS OF PLOT 


Declares She Has Recently Been 
Drugged When Questioned 
by the Potice. 








William Kraemer, 19 years old, con- 
fessed Tuesday afternoon that he firea 
the shot which wounded his brother, 
Joseph Kraemer, a bridegroom of three 
months, as Joseph was leaving their 
home, 1227 North Tenth street, at day- 
break Tuesday. Joseph is in a serious 
condition at the city hospital. 

William Kraemer said the shooting 
Was caused by Joseph’s attempts to 
poison him and other members of the 
family. Their mother and another broth- 
er, Henry Kraemer, told Police Capt. 
Schoppe that they had noticed what they 
believed to be poison and drugs in their 
food. 

The mother said she had once been 
drugged, and that she had slept so 
soundly that she’ had not heard her 
sons enter the house, though the noise 
always awakened her at other time?. 

William’s confession was made after 
Special Officers Scheller and Churchill 
had found, hidden. under . the front 
porch, the rifle with which Joseph was 
shot, and had taken the mother, the two 
brothers and 12-year-old Laura Kraemer 
to the station. 

The house where Kraemer lives with 
his bride, formerly Miss Kate Riley, 
hig mother, Mrs, Laura Kraemer and 
two brothers, has a front door opening 
upon the sidewalk of Tenth street and 
a back door cepcening into a court. An 
gives egress from this court to the 
street.

“vhen he heard the sound of an explo- 
sion and felt something sting him in 
the back. 

Kraemer did not wait to look behind 
him but ran on out into the street and 
then into the front door of his home.

Police Station, two blocks away, and 
told Capt. Schoppe of the incident. 

He was sent to the Dispensary and 
from there to the city hospital. It was 
found that.a bullet from a cat rifle had 
struck him below the left shoulder. 

The man is a teamster and works out 
in the open all day.

These garments checked the small bullet 
so that it did not penetrate as far as 
Kraemer’s heart or lung, although it 
had been. aimed to strike one of these 
vital organs.

The Buols were married Dec. 14, 1905, 
and separated Jan. 12, 1910. They lived 
at 1803 Sidney street. According to Buol, 
he and his wife had no serious quar- 
rels. On the day of the separation, he 
said, when he returned home he found a 
note from Mrs. Buol stating she had 
Zone in obedience to his order. He de- 

nied he told her to leave. 

“Laubach and I were friends for ® 
years,’’ Buol testified, “‘“‘aand when my 
wife left, he was the first one I looked 
to for sympathy, never suspecting he 
was responsible. I telephoned him-that 
evening and told him my wife had left 
me. He replied: ‘“That’s tough,’ and 
asked if I knew where she was. I said 
I did not know. He promised to see 
me the next day, but we did not meet. 
Two days later I met him and he asked 
me if I knew where Clara was.

Buol admitted he had no _ personal! 
knowledge of misconduct between his 
wife and Laubach, but based his suit 
for alienation on what was told him 
after the separation.

Defendant Testifies. 
Laubach, in his testimony, admitted 


that on the first night after her separa- 
tion from ther husband, .iArs. Buol was 
at his home, and that when Buol tele- 
phoned, telling him of her departure, 
he said nothing to Buol about her be- 
ing there. But he denied that he had 
ever made love in any way to Mrs. 
Buol, or that he had kissed her, or 
talked of marrying her, of taken her 
automobile riding without her husband's 
knowledge.

Former St. Louis Newspaper 
Man Succumbs After Only 
Two Weeks’ Illness. 


WITH HEARST PUBLICATION 


Landed in St. Louis With 10 
Cents and First Worked as 


a Lumber Piler.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec, 12.—John Schroers, 
formerly of St. Louis, but for the last 
two years connected with the Hearst 
newspapers, first as editor of the Ger- 
man edition of the New York American, 
called Das Morgen Journal, and later as 
an attache of the London bureau, dieg 
at 3 o’clock this morning of pneumonia. 
He had been ill only two weeks, but 
from the beginning the disease took a 
malignant turn. Yesterday morning he 
began to sink and despite the efforts of 
the physicians in attendance, he sank 
gradually and the end came early this 

morning. 

The interment will be in St. Louis, and 
the body will be sent to St. Louis at 
noon tomorrow. 

A son, Paul Schroers, of St. Louis, a 
stepson, Carl Kiemm of Kausas City, 
and a stepdaughter, Mrs. Charles T. 
Boyd of Fort Leavenworth, kan., are 
on their way to New York. Schroers 
was twice married, and his second wife, 
who was Mrs. Carrie Kiemm before 
their marriage, was the daughter of Carl 
Daenzer, for many years editor of the 
Abend Anzeiger. They had twin chil- 
dren, a son and a daughter, John and 
Jeanne, known to friends of the family 
as Jack and Jill. 


For nearly 30 years John Schroers was 
a picturesque figure in the newspaper 
world -of St. Louis. He was fond of 
telling that when he arrived here in 
1877 he had 10 cents. Half of this he 
spent for a sandwich., With the re- 
maining nickel ‘he bought a newspaper 
in the hope that he might find work 
through the “‘help wanted” column. 

So great were his pluck, ambition and 
aggressiveness that three years ago 
this man who had 
a capital of 10 cents returned to his 
old birthplace in Aix-la-Chapelle, Ger- 
many, with wealth which seemed fabu- 
lous in that Old World community. 

Orphan at 12 Years, 

Schroers was left an orphan when he 
Was 12 years old. A month later he 
came to America. 

He found he could either become a 
bootblack or a newsboy. He decided he 
would rather be a newsboy. 

After trying the business for two 
months, he decided to try working in a 
shoe factory. Then he got a job wait- 
ing On the guests at a shooting park in 
Newark, N. J. Next he tried selling 
washringers. 

Schroers often laughingly recalled that 
he was arrested for selling these wring- 
ers witheut a license, but ran away from 
the police station and jumped on a train 
for Philadelphia. The conductor put him 
off midway to his destination and he 
was almost frozen before he could walk 
to a distant farm house. 

It was Christmas eve and the farmer 
took pity on the boy and took him to 
Trenton, N. J. 


“That w my first Christmas in 
America,” Qoroers said, “and how I 
do remember The farmer took me 
to a bakery conducted by a friend of his 
and said to the baker: ‘‘Here’s a little 
Dutch greenhorn. I’ve brought you a 
Christmas present.”’ The baker let me 
eat a’l the cakes I wanteft and I had a 
glorious Christmas. The baker baught 
me a ticket back to Newark.” 
Goes West in Stock Car. 

In Newark young Schroers worked in 
a bowling alley for a@ year and a half, 
then went back to New York and sold 
newspapers and magazines, but started 
West in 1875 in a cattle car laden with 
poor persons attracted to Colorado by 
the silver craze. 

Schroers got out at Omaha to look 
around and missed his train. That made 
bim a farmhand Next he worked in a 
rolling mill in Omaha. The manager of 
the mill sent him to Kansas City as es- 
cort for a sick boy whose father lived 
there. Schroers stayed in Kansas City 
and worked for a Wyandotte grocer for 
$5.50 a week. 

When he saved enough to buy a rail- 
road ticket, he came to St. Louis. 

After working a short time as a lum- 
ber piler he drove a feed wagon. In 
those days he could not afford ¢ nickel 
” buy @ newspaper and it was his 

ustom. daily to stop his wagon in front 
of the Volkstimme des Westens office 
and go into the counting room to read 
the files. He attracted the attention of 
a clerk who told him that the editor 
Dr. Walser. was looking for a reporter. 
Schroers applied for the place and got 
it, the salary being $8. He often lauched 
when he told of the feed man’s surprise 
when he drove his wagon oack to the

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stable and announced that he had ob- 
tained a job as a reporter. 

A few years later the Volkstimme be- 
came _ financially embarrassed and 
Schroers borrowed $600 from Mayor 
Overstolz and bought in the property. 
A month later he sold it for $1100. 

He was in turn reporter, city editor 
and manager of the Anzeiger des Wes- 
tens. Schroers brought about the con- 
solidation of the German newspaper in- 
terests in St. Louis under control of a 
corporation known as the German- 
American Press Association. 

The boldest step in his career was 
taken in April 1907 when, under his di- 
re tion, the German-American Press 
Association entered the English news- 
paper field of St. Louis with the publi- 
cation of the Times. 

In July, 1908, Schroers sdld his inter- 
est in the Times for $117,000 and with his 
wife and twins went to Europe on the 
first vacation he had had in more than 
thirty years. He was then 49 years old.

The grand jury, which is investigating 
charges of frauds in the November, 1910, 
election in St. Louis, Tuesday.called be- 
fore it Herman Fay, chairman of the 
Democratic City Committee; W. C. Mc- 
Carty and Sidney Johnston, reporters for 
the Republic; Patrolmen Finn, Water- 
house and Edom, and several negroes 
living in the 600 block on Clark avenue. 

It was said Fay was to be asked what 
information his committee had of irreg- 
u‘arities in the election, and the report- 
ers were to be questioned about inter- 
views they wrote for their paper, in 
which fraud was charged. 

The negroes were to be asked about 
rumors of colonization and repeating in 
their district, it was understood. The 
policemen patrolled that part of the city 
on election day. 


APPEAL FROM LEWIS 
VERDICT GRANTED 


Judge Wurdeman Gives Defen- 
dant 60 Days to File Bill 
of Exceptions. 

Judge G. A. Wurdeman, in the Cur- 
cuit Court at Clayton, Tuesday, granted 
an appeal to the Supreme Court at 
the request of the Rural Publishing Co. 
of New York, which lost a $30,000 libel 
suit to, the Lewis Publishing Co. in 
July. The attorney for the New York 
company was allowed 60 days in which 
to file his bill of exceptions. 

The Rural Publishing Co. publishes the 
Rural New-Yorker. An article in this 
paper which said the E. G. Lewis con- 
cern had no connection with certain 
schools in which it offered correspon- 
dence courses was attacked as libelous 
in a suit for $250,000 damages.

ST. LOUISANS INVESTORS 


Man Indicted Lost All in Build- 
ing Enterprises and Wrecked 
an Institution.

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—Herbert_ T. 
Jennings, who is accused of embezzling 
about $200,000 of the Mount Vernon Na- 
tional Bank‘s funds and wrecking that 
institution, was indicted today. The first 


alleged misapplication of the bank’s 
funds toek place July 6, 1910, when, ac- 
cording to the indictment, Jennings and 
Samuel K. Raymond, the” cashier, 
placed in circulation two certificates of 
deposit for $10,000 each, payable to the 
order of Joseph M. Fairchild, without 
any consideration except a promissory 
note of Moses Greenwood Jr., formerly 
of St. Louis, for $20,000, dated July (1, 
1910, which was not secured. 

Jennings said he had sunk all his 
money in building speculations, notably 
in the Fitzgerald Building, at Forty- 
third street and Broadway. Among his 
associates in some of these undertak- 
ings was Edmund K. Stallo, father of/ 
the Stallo girls, whose fortune at one 
time was estimated at $50,000,000. 


St. Louisans in Deal. 
St. Louis and Missouri investors are 


said to have been drawn into some of 
the Jennings deals.. 

To carry out his realty speculations 
Jennings formed the Broadway and 
Forty-third Street Building Co. and the 
Hub Construction Co. While he inter- 
ested several wealthy men in these con- 
cerns, he seems to have financed them 
principally himself. 

In obtaining the money he is said to 
have resorted to the methods so popu- 
jar with his financial bank looters. 
Promissory notes executed by office 
boys, stenographers, and janitors 
were given the bank in_ return 
for the hundreds of thousands of dollars 
he is alleged to have taken from it. 

The last of the series of loans com- 
plained of was made March 6 last, and 
was for $2400. A loan of $850, made Feb. 
1 last, to the Broadway and Forty-third 
Street Building Co., was on the note of 
xX. P. Wilfley. 

A loan to Killeen, an office boy, on 
Jan. 8 last, amounted to $2360, and one 
to John H. Behan, a janitor, on Nov. 19, 
1810, amounted to $6750, it is charged in 
the indictment. 

Jennings was regarded as one of the 
wealthiest men of Mount Vernon. His 
embezzlements may aggregate $400,000. 
The bank ds now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. It had only $600,000 in deposits 
and its capital and surplus were only 
$207,000. 

Jennings, it is charged, took practi- 
cally al] the bank had and then it had. 
to be closed. 

Jennings is a brother-in-law of Con- 
gressman Fairchild of Oneonta. A bank 
at Oneonta with which. Jennings was 
connected failed last spring and precip- 
itated the run at Mount Vernon. When 
the latter bank closed it was believed it 
could pay dollar for dollar, but the first 
dividend a few days ago was only 15 
per cent.

IN HYDE CASE I 
HUNTED AT RIVER 


By Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dee. 12.—Harry 


W. Waidton, who disappeared from the 
jury trying Dr. B. Clarke Hyde on a 


charge of murdering Col. Thomas H. 
Bwope, was hunted all last night and 
again today, but not one clew regarding 
him was received.

IMORALITY SQUAD, 
HUNTING REVELRY 
FAILS TO FIND I 


Detectives Visit Dance Halls and 
Cafes Without Discovering 
Reason for Interference. 


QUIET NIGHT IS SELECTED 


This and Advance Tip That Po- 
lice Were Coming, Believed 
to Have Had Effect. 


If there was a sound of revelry by 
night in any of the dance halls, cafes 
or hotels Monday it was such a feeble 


little sound that the members of the 
newly appointed morality squad could 
not hear it. 

To be sure, Monday night is generally 
a “quiet” night. And it was known 
that the morality squad was coming. 
These things helped to keep order and 
decorum at places which have at times 
past given cause for complaint, and 


ing, give such cause again. 

So the morality squad had the mild 
satisfaction of believing that it had 
prevented a certain amount of disor- 
der. As for actually finding anything 
‘grievously out of the way, that was 
left for later and livelier evenings. 

The Morality Squad has some new 
regulations to enforce. Girls who look 
too young to take care of themselves 
will not be allowed to enter dance 
halls, and “ragger’’ and grizzly bear 
dancing will be forbidden. Women who 
powder, paint and wear mounds of 
false hair will not be arrested for doing 
so, but they will be watched with more 
care than those who depend on nature 
for charms of complexion. In general, 
the behavior of dancers will be care- 
fully watched. The dance hall mana- 
gers have been asked .to aid in this 
matter, and have said they would do so. 

Detectives Campbell, Chrismer and 
McKenna, éspecially designated by 
Chief Young for this work, form the 
Morality Squad. 


Start at Washington i*@ll. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter accompanied 


the Morality Squad on its night tour. 
The start was made at Sixth street and 
Washington avenue at 8 p. m. The 
tour continued until midnight, when the 
lights were dimmed and the amusement 
seckers had gone. 

At the Washington dance hall at Sixta 
street and Washington avenue the music 
played gaily as the regulating officials 
entered. 

“Have you wie your tickets gents?’ 
asked a young man, whose hair was 
parted in the middle, as the detectives 
entered. He blocked the passageway 
and held out his hands in anticipation 
of the pasteboards. 

‘Yes, 
announced Detective Campbell as he 
showed his star. 

The young man stepped back in ap- 
parent surprise and the party entered. 
About 25 women and 15 men were seated 
about the room. To the tune of “Casey 
Jones” a few couples were gliding over 
the floor. It was the-first dance of the 
evening. 

One young woman wore her cloak as 
she danced. After making a few rounds 
she released her partner, made a whirl, 
keeping step with the music, threw off 
her cloak and shot it across a railing. 
Without losing a step of the dance, she 
again clasped hands with her partner 
and they went on. 9 
“Turkey Trot” Is Begun. 
Campbell said to the reporter as he 
looked about the room. 

When the music struck a lively bar in 
“Casey Jones,”” two couples begun a 
few steps of the turkey trot. 

“Is that worth a call for a patrol 
wagon?” the detectives were asked. 
“No, that seems to be on the ragged 
edges, but the couple is old enough to 
know better,’”’ answered Chrismer. By 
the time he had answered, the turkey- 
trotters had subdued their glides. 
There were no young girle at that 
dance hall. 

The morality censors next went 
Cambridge Court, at Seventh. and 
cust streets. They were met at 
entrance by a friendly man, who ex- 
plained that the crowd™“avas small and 
that Monday night is a dull evening in 
the cafes. A few men and women were 
seated at tables. Many bottles and a 
little lunch decorated each table. No 
young girls or women without escerts 
were found there. 

That it was not a lively cafe night 
was demonstrated when the detectives 
went to the American Hotel rathskel- 
ler and later to the Hofbrau, 215 North 
Tenth street. There were young women 
and male.escorts at tables eating and 
drinking, with little hilarity. 

A young man with his hair carefully 
parted in the middle and falling po- 
etically on each side of his forehead, 
was singing “Alexander's Ragtime 
Band,” accompanied by a piano, when 
the party entered the Hofbrau, but the 
diners only yawned. 


Find One Hall Is Dark. 
The censorship party walked west on 


Olive street to Ewing avenue, where a 
stop was made at the Cave Dance Hall. 
The darkened hall was a surprise to 
the detectives, as they had expected 
much gayety there. After reaching the 
darkness at the head of the steps, 
Campbell suddenly remembered that the 
hall did not hold dance sessions on 
Monday nights. ° 

On to Dreamland, on Olive street, 
near Grand avenue, the Morality Squad 
waiked. Some persons may have an 
idea that police officials ride free on 
street cars, but the moral censors 
walked Monday night. They did not 
want to miss anything on their rounds. 
About 750 persons were at Dreamland. 
White-gloved watchmen were at the door. 
Hats are not allowed to be worn on the 
floor of Dreamland, either by men or 
women. There is no smoking, and no 
wraps can be worn.

He hurried to their side and told 
them to change positions. The young 
man was instructed as to the proper 
manner to hold his partner, and he went 
or with the dance.

The “man in white” became active im- 
mediately. He Stopped the “rag’ and 
kept his eyes on the couple until the 
dance ended.

The appointment of a Vice Commis- 
sion to investigate conditions in St. 


Louis and make a report on subjects 
like those covered by the report of a 
similar commission in Chicago, is be- 
ing considered by leading St. Louisans 
on the suggestion of a committee of 


the Civic League. 
The League’s committee on Public 





Safety and Law Enforcement, has sent 
letters asking various heads of organ-

@ commission is desirable. The League, 
it is explained, has not committed itseif 
to the proposition, but wishes to learn 
the general opinion on the matter be- 
fore acting. 

Robert C. Grier, former Justice of the 
Peace, is chairman of the committee, 
but his name does not appear on the let- 
ter, which bears no individual signa- 
ture. | 


Subject of the Letter. 

The committee, the letter states, has 
been considering the wisdom of recom- 
mending the appointment of an offi- 
cial commission along the lines of the 
Chicago Vice Commission. Its duty, it 
is stated, would be to prepare ‘‘a scien 
tific and outspoken statement of the so- 





cial evil and other manifestations of 


vice; to deal with cases and conditions, 
not theories or opinions.” 

Such a body, it is further stated, .“‘will 
focus public attention on the question 
of remedies, and will establish in the 
public mind the idea that vice can and 
should be constantly repressed. 

“The committee has been in doubt,”’ 
the letter continues, “for our vice prob- 
lems are not as obtrusive as those of 
Chicago. 

“But it ig recognized that conditions 
in St. Louis are not growing better, and 
there are many indications that they 
are not as good as they were a few 
years ago. It is also recognized that 
vice is becoming to a large degree a 
commercial business in which the prof- 
its are enormous, and which is, there- 
fore, constantly stimulated artificially.

Of Course, It Is Fair to Assume, 
That Wives Backed Up 
Their Husbands. 
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Alanson D. Brown of 4616 Lindell bov]- 
evard Tuesday was the only remaining 
“insurgent” opposing the ‘‘invasion’’ o* 
that fashionable block by the St. Louis 
Woman's Club. He said that he was 
determined further to fight the purchase 
by the club of the home of William R. 
Donaldson, at 4600 Lindell boulevard. He 
said he was considering an injunction as 
a last resort. 

Other residents of the block told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that they had 
‘laid down their arms’’ and would make 
no further protest, since the Woman's 
Club, by a two-thirds vote, Monday de- 
cided to pay Donaldson $40,000 for his 
property. 

‘“T am not ready to quit,’ said Brown. 
“We considered long and carefully be- 
fore we filed our protest. We knew 
what we were about, and I do not thirk 
we should give up. 

‘“‘Apparently our respectful protest has 
been ignored, but there are more ways 
in which the fight can be carried on. 
I do not know but what the matter 
may be carried into court. 

“T have decided on nothing yet, but 
an injunction is not impossible. But lI 
want to say that our protest was «not 
made because the prospective invaders 
were women. If we have to have a 
club at all, the Woman’s Club certain- 
ly would be the least objectionable. 

“I, for one, am opposed to a Club in 
the neighborhood because of the stream 
of traffic it would cause. The members 
would be visiting the place at all hours 
of the day and’ night in motor cars. 
Their chauffeurs would be talking and 
moving about on the sidewalks, and 
there would be a constant stream of 
Caterers’ wagons delivering supplies. | 

“T can say with authority that every 
property owner in the block is opposed 
to the club, with the possible exception 
of Mrs. J. L.;:D. Morrison and Mrs. 
‘Rudolph Limberg, who are members of 
the Woman's Club.” 


Spectal Election Held. 
For several weeks the Woman’s Club, 


occupying rented quarters at 3621 Wash- 
ington boulevard, had an option on the 
Donaldson home, and more than a week 
ago there was a special election on the 
proposition. The members balloted by 
mail, and Monday morning, at a meet- 
ing of the club, the vote was canvassed. 

The protest came in the form of spe- 
cial delivery letters to the members of 
the club, but the votes on the proposi- 
tion were cast before the objection of 
the property owners became known. 

‘“T do not mind their protests,’’ Wil- 
liam R. Donaldson said. “I Know it to 
be a fact that Mrs. J. L. D. Morrison, 
next door to me, offered the Woman's 
Club her property, and I think I can 
safely say that the club might have had 
Any one of half a dozen other houses 
in the block. 

Mrs. Morrison of 4540 Lindell boule- 
vard, the next house east of the pro- 
posed club site, refused to say what 
she thought about the Woman’s Club 
invasion. She denied, however, that 
she had offered her home to the club. 
She would not say that she signed the 
protest, but other people interested in 
the fight on the club declared that Mrs. 
Morrison was one of the signers. 

‘When some of the members of the 
club were talking about buying a home, 
I laughingly suggested that they buy 
mine, but it was only a joke, and I am 
sure it was considered that way,”’ Mrs. 
Morrison said. ‘I had no intention of 
selling my place. I did not vote on the 
proposition either by letter or at. the 
club meeting. That is all I cdre to say.” 

Mrs. William 8S. Thompson of 4605 
Lindell boulevard, said: ‘“‘The men of 
the block did the protesting, not the 
women, but I think the women all con- 
curred with their husbands. There are 
only two women in the block who are 
members of the club, but that had noth- 
ing to do with it. The public should 
know that there was no jealously or 
other ulterior motive behind the pro- 
test. I approved of the protest. 

“This is a quiet neighborhood, and 
most of the property is restricted. It 
is true that the Women’s Club would be 
the least objectionable of any such or- 
ganizations, but if one club comes in, 
it will open the way for others, and 
there is no telling what we may get 
next. The stream of traffic, automo- 
biles of the members, caterers’ wagons 
and such things, would be most dis- 
tasteful to us. Of course the protest 
was not aimed at woman.” 


A Home Neighborhood, 
Mrs. Amandee V. Reyburn of 4634 Lin- 


dell boulevard, said her protest was 
hased purely on the ground that a club 
of any kind would be objectionable. 

Mrs. A. D. Brown, 4616 Lindell boule- 
vard, said, too, that there was nothing 
against the Woman’s Club as a club. It 
would be the same were it any other 
organization. 

M. E. Duncan of 4630 Lindell boulevard 
said: ‘““We are through. We have laid 
down our arms. We filed a respectful 
protest, and it was ignored. That is 
as far as We care to go. The property 
owners in the block unanimously op- 
posed the Idea of a club here because 
it would unnecessarily disturb the quiet 
of the block, and depreciate property. 
There was considerable talk for a week 
or more, and last Friday night a meet- 
ing was held in my home.* Only six of. 
the property owners attended, but the 
protest was drafted then, and I am told 
that’ practically every property owner 
in the long block signed it. Dhis was 
mailed to the club, but I am informed 
that they already had voted to buy the 
Donaldson home.”’ 

W. B. Ver Steeg of 4646 Lindell boule- 
vard said there will be no further fight; 
that the women had won.

PHOENIX, Ariz., Dec. 12.—Arizona 


assumed the full sovereignity of a State 
today by electing its own Governor and 
acquiring for the first time two United 
States senators and one congressman. 
In all the 13 counties of the new State 


voting today was enthusiastic but 
light in comparison to the _ total 
population, for the reason that 
by the enabling act under which Ari- 
zona comes into the Union, the suffrage 
was restricted to the voters whose 
names were on the great register of 
1908. 

Interest in the election centered 
the vigorous contest between Republi- 
cans and Democrats for control of the 
new State by the election of the Gov- 
ernor and the congressional delegation. 

The Democrats hope to elect both 
Mark Smith and Henry Ashurst as sen- 
ators; the Republicans declared today 
that Ralph Cameron, Republican dele- 
gate in Congress, was practically sure 
of winning one of the togas. Campaign 
manager for George W. P. Hunt of 
Globe, former President of the Con- 
stitution convention and Democratic 
candidate for Governor, declared he had 
a long lead over Judge Edward Wells 
of Prescott, the Republican nominee. 

The judiciary recall, a feature of the 
Constitution framed by the Democratic 
Constitutional convention, will be elimi- 
nated at the election today, President 
Taft, in consenting to the admission of 
Arizona, having made that a condition 
prerequisite to statehood.

WHAT ‘‘CHRISTMAS-GIVING’’ MEANS. 

If anyone in St. Louis is disposed to adopt the 
idea of a “sane Christmas” from its Indianapolis 
headquarters, the Post-Dispatch is now holding 
open the best possible opportunity to put it into 
practice. 

Under the original “sanity” of Christmas, giv- 
ing in the spirit of Christmas must be without 
expectation of return. When people of mature 
and sophisticated intellect give presents to those 
who must give back something as good or bet- 
ter, it may be commercial sanity, but it is not 
really “Christmas-giving.” - 

Those who are managing the St. Louis Christ- 
mas Festival Fund through the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pect no return to themselyes, nor does anyone 
who gives that the neglected children of the city 
may be enriched for once in the year with the 
wealth of the Christmas spirit in gifts which 
are of great worth, as they make this spirit 
-visible, no matter how small may be their 
money value. Giving to children on the day 
which celebrates the birth of the infant Jesus 
makes the holiday a “holiday.’’ In that sense, 
the Christmas “holiday” is always a day of the 
highest sanity and health. !

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‘*REGULATING’’ CORPORATIONS. 

Representative E. W. Roberts of Massachusetts 
is to present to Congress the Federal incorpora- 
‘tion legislation proposed by the Taft administra- 
‘tion. It is interesting to observe that his bill 
‘will include a “provision for holding directors 
of interstate corporations criminally liable for 
-ylolations of their interstate charters when such 
‘violations are authorized by the directorate.” 
Coulq anything be more direct evidence that 
the plan is to furnish Federal immunity to Big 
Business, rather than to regulate monopoly? 
No director of any trust has been found crim- 
under the Sherman law. No 
-director of the thieving Sugar Trust has been 
‘nent to prison for stealing from the Customs 
‘Department, although the circumstances of its 
muitimillion theft were such that no man in 
his senses imagines responsible directors of the 
company did not know of its system of stealing. 

Under the Sherman law as it exists today it 
‘Is not necessary that a board of directors sanc 
tion law-breaking to warrant criminal prosecu- 
tion. Nor should it be. Yet the Roberts 
‘measure, an administration project, proposes to 








addition to tariff reform, economy, anti-monop- 
oly measures, initiative and referendum are men- 
tioned by a few leaders as progressive, but ref- 
erences to issues other than tariff and the trusts 
are rare. : 

Wilson and Harmon, with an equal number of 
votes, lead the presidential candidates.

Louis is the benefit of cheap rate-regulating 
water transportation. When St. Louis has the 
full benefit of a deep river channel and modern 
boats and methods of river transportation she 
wil] need the speed limit in growth and trade. 
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MISSOURI’S SONG—WHAT? gi 
Some time ago, with the best of intentions, a 
committee headed by Gov. Hadley paid $500 for 
an official State song. An equal sum is about 
to be given for a tune to sing it to. It is discon- 
certing to note that an Ozark ditty, a mere folk- 
ballad, which assuredly no one ever got 5 cents 
for composing, is gaining a popularity which 
threatens to make it the unofficial, de facto State 
song. 
Here it is: 
“Every time I come to town, 
The boys keep kickin’ my dog around; 


Makes no diff’rence if he is a hound, 
They got to quit kickin’ my dog around,” 


That is all, except the tune, which is de- 
scribed as being plaintively suggestive of the 
wails and yelps of the persecuted hev.id, and of 
tue remonstrances of his exasperated owner with 
the village youth. 

It seems to have originated in some of the re- 
mote settlements of Southwest Missouri, where 
passenger coaches on the distant railroad lines 
are still spoken of as “‘varnish cars,” and where 
the favorite expletive is “By Dawgies!” In 
course of time it reached the Springfield public 
square, and from there it has spread in various 
directions. Springfield boomers sang it in every 
town they visited on their recent automobile 
expedition to Sedalia, and not long ago it got 
into the Washington dispatches as a new rival 
to the old-time lilt about Joe Bowers and his 
brother Ike. 

A few nights ago a town marshal in Mam- 
moth Spring, Ark., a stone’s throw over the Mis- 
souri boundary, arrested a party of youths for 
singing it on the street. A little more publicity 
and the song will attach itself to Missouri as 
firmly as, in Spanish war days, “A Hot Time in 
the Old Town” attached itself to the American 
flag in our colonial possessions. ba

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THE CARDINAL’S HAT.

Single pedestrians in the residence districts 
should always carry a heavy walking stick 
with which to tap the sidewalk at intervals, 
thus creating the impression that they are 
policemen. 

A buil’s-cye lantern strapped to the fore- 
head immediately above the eyes is often a 
means of escape. This is what is known as 
shining. and igs. especially efficacious in the 
case of a colored highwayman. It enables 
the pedestrian to see his eyes about fifty 
yards off. which is ord!narily about as much 
of a head start as anybody needs. 

In the case of a tree which may or may 
not conceal the person of a highwayman, & 
good way is to stop about 100 feet distant 
and wait for daylight. 

Pedestrians should never continue approach- 


after midnight, once the 
person approaching is seen.

CROWNED AT DELHI 


Ceremony Marked by Richness 
of. or and Magnificence 
of Coloring. 


WAR VETERANS CHEERED 


Emperor, in Imperial Robe of 
Purple, Gives Signal for 
Program Opening. 


By Associated Press. 
DELHI, India, Dec. 12.—King George 


V and his consort Queen Mary were to- 
day proclaimed Emperor and Empress 
of India. The culminating act of the 
English monarch’s accession, to the 
throne of his vast Indian Diisiadie 
took place amid a scene which for rich- 


ness of color and magnificence of deco- 
ations, probably has never been sur- 
passed in modern times. 

The crowning was followed by an act 
ef generosity on the King-Emperor’s 
part, of which a slight hint had already 
been given. The Viceroy, proclaimed 
that the King-Emperor was to denote 
a large sum of money to promote pop- 
ular. education and that further gifts 
would be made. 

"The huge amphitheater which had 
been erected in the Durbar camp was 
thronged from an early hour. The 
bright tissues and sparkling gems of 
the many Indian princes and the smart 
uniforms of the soldiery comtrasted 
strongly with the white dresses of the 
Isuropean women and the sober garb of 
civilian officials. 

Indian Women of High Rank. 

The great feudatory princes and rulers 
of India with the leading British offi- 
cials, occupied seats of honor near the 
pavilion in the center. Screened from 
the gaze of the curious by a lattice 
framework, a number of Maharanis and 
other Indian women of high rank occu- 
pied two sections of the front galleries. 

The interval of waiting was beguiled 
by the playing of military music. The 
soldiers played a large part in the Dur- 
bar and a guard of honor composed of 
100 picked men was drawn up before 
the central pavilion. Troops of every 
arm surrounded the arena in a com- 
pact mass anda lineof soldiers extended 
along the route of the royal approach. 

Cheers heralded the arrival of a little 
band of veterans, the survivors of the 
armies which had made the present 
Durbar possible. The-old fighters in 
their weather-beaten uniforms strove to 
Keep up a show ef military formation 
as theywmarclied to the privileged place 
allotted to them, but ggnerally it was 
impossible and many of them limped to 
their seats. 

»Almost immediately the vice-regal 
procession came into view. Escorted by 
a brilliantly uniformed native body- 
guard, the Viceroy and Lady Harding 
sat in their state carriages, drawn by 
hlooded horses, with outriders uniformed 
in scarlet and gold.

were, and swept it against the machine 
shop wall. 

An overturned stove started a blaze 
which reached a gasoline tank inside 
the shops and soon the whole mass of 
wreckage piled 3% feet high and the 
shops, which covered an acre of 
ground; were in flames. The loss will 
reach $200,000.

Hobnail Tracks Remain as Trail 
: ot the Slayer Despite 
Heavy Rain. 








That the authorities of Jefferson 
County have found a promising clew in 
the cabin murder mystery became ap- 
parent Tuesday from a statement made 
by Prosecuting Attorney Miller at Hills- 
boro, Mo. While the prosecutor would 


not- divulge the nature of the information 
he’ has received, he admitted it was so. 
important that it would possibly “result 
in official action by Wednesday. 

“I am detained in Hillsboro by an- 
other murder case today,’’ he said to a 
reporter of the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘but I 
hope to have this out of the way by'! 
tomorrow. I don’t mind admitting, how- 
ever, that I have a fairly well-defined 
theory about the cabin murder, but | 
wish to satisfy myself by some personal 
ee eens before I do anything.”’ 

. Hobnails as Clew. 

“Grnether the clew of the boot with 
the six hobnails has led to this theory 
could not be ascertained. This clue, 
which is the only tangible one thus 
far made public, was discovered by 
Deputy Sheriff Roy Bendure of Decatur, 
lll., who had charge of the blood-hounds 
which tracked the assassin from the 
window of Martin Hunning’s cabin in 
Sugar Creek valley, south of Murphy, 
M%., to a copse where the footprints 
were visible and later to the top of a 
nearby cliff where they were again 
seen. 

Although a rain had followed the mur- 
der, the assassin had crossed ploughed 
ground and walked upon damp earth 
oh the hills. The rain did not obliterate 
his tracks, but did make them suffi- 
ciently indistinct to make it certain 
they were imprinted before the rain and 
not on the morning after the murder 
had been discovered. The impression 
of. the six hobnails was clearly re- 
tained. 

Prosecutor Miller and Sheriff John L. 
Bechler visited the Hunning farm late 
Monday afternoon and went over the 
story of the murder again with Mrs. 
‘Hunning, who was in a hallway of her 
home when the shot that killed her 
husband as he stood at the telephone 
was fired through a window. 

Searching for Clews,. 

Barney Kortert, vone of the first 
neighbors to reach the side of the dead 
man after Mrs. Hunning had _ tele- 
phoned an alarm, has been active in 
the investigation. He said Tuesday that 
no new trace of the assassin had been 
found, although the work was being 
kept up with all diligence. 

The funeral of Hunning at the High 
TRidge Lutheran Church Tuesday morn- 
zing was largely attended. The widow 
"qf the murdere man and his aged 
s thdther were the chief mourners. Hun- 
‘ning had lived in that neighborhood all 

hiz life and the church was crowded 
with farmers of the vicinity, The Rev. 
Peter Goebel, pastor, conducted the 
services.
